On Emigration 
U.S.-Soviet Trade 
Bill to Aid Jews 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet dis­ 
sidents have voiced skepticism 
about a U.S.-Russian trade bill 
aim ed 
a t 
easin g 
Jew ish 
em igration to the West. Many 
claim the Krem lin m ust still 
m ake radical changes in its 
attitudes on em igration to m eet 
the term s of the accord. 
Under the agreem ent, m ade 
public in W ashington on Friday 
but not yet acknowledged by 
Soviet officials, Jew ish em ig ra­ 
tion will have to more than 
double its current rate. 
In return the way would be 
cleared for passage of a trade 
bill giving the Soviet Union 
m ost favorite trading status. 
So far this year, Jew s have 
been leaving Russia at a rate of 
about 2,000 a month. This is a 
considerable drop from

Asked about the agreem ent, 
Alexei Taragonsky, a Jew ish 
m ilitant, said he doubted that 
the Soviets would be able to 


m eet the 60,000 figure “ If the 
ordinary Jew is afraid to apply 
they will not get that num ber,” 
he declared. 
Andrei Sakharov, a leading 
spokesm an for hum an rights in 
the Soviet Union, called the

For the Soviet regim e and for 
many loyal Russians, the m ere 
fact of someone wanting to 
leave the country is an insult to 
the Soviet Union. This attitude,

Expert Feels 


Grain Here 
For All Nations 
CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )-A 
United Nations food expert says 
he believes there is enough 
grain available in the world to 
head off famine in 32 countries 
in the next year if developed 
nations can agree toa program. 
Dr. AH. Boerma. director 
general of the UN’s Food and 
Agriculture organization, said 
the m atter w ill be considered at 
the UN World Conference on 
Food next month in Rome. 
Italy 
But. Boerma. said, it remains 
to be seen whether the 1975 
world grain crop will be suf­ 
ficient to replace reserves. 
He said the 1972 drought se­ 
riously depleted the world re 
serve* The 1973 crop did not re 
place the reserves and 1974 
y ield w ill not either, he added. 
Boerma said the food confer­ 
ence. suggested by US Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger, 
"is the greatest chance the 
world has had so far to set the 
global food situation to rights " 
He said 32 underdeveloped 
nations, designated by the UN, 
face "grave risk” of wide­ 
spread famine with in the next 
year. 
"Starvation,” Boerma told 
the Cincinnati Council on World 
Affairs Friday, ”in a sense, is 
just the frightful tip of the ice­ 
berg in the developing world, 
"Beneath lies the huge mass 
of hunger, poverty and malnu­ 
trition that goes on all the 
time ” 
A survey conducted for the 
UN indicated developed coun­ 
tries can earm ark sufficient 
quantities erf grains to meet the 
crisis—about 8 million to 12 
m illion tons—and devise a 
means of repayment, Boerma 
said. 
He suggested a world food se­ 
curity system, with coordinated 
national reserve stocks erf ce­ 
reals. as an answer to relieving 
mankind "from the constant, 
terrible anxiety about whether 
there is going to be enough food 
to keep body and soul togeth­ 
er.” 
Boerma said developed coun­ 
tries like the United States will 
continue to have enough food 
but it will be more expensive. 


Million Are 
Near Starving 
In Ethiopia

near starvation and 96 persons 
have died of thirst in the last 
two months, according to the 
Ethiopian N ew s Agency .

Price Crunch of Feed 
Reduces Cattle Inventory 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
price crunch on livestock feed 
continues to take a toll on feed- 
lot cattle inventories, new fig­ 
ures by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment show. 
As of Oct. 1. USDA said Fri­ 
day. cattle being fed for slaugh­ 
ter in the 23 major beef states 
totalled 9,149,000 head, down 24 
per cent from the same date 
last year and 22 per cent below 
Oct. 1, 1972. 
Officials said it was the smal­ 
lest Oct. 1 feedlot inventory of 
cattle since 1967. The decline 
has been going on for months, 
however, because of high prices 
for corn and other feed in rela­ 
tion to what cattle sell for on the 
market. 
That does not mean less total 
beef, however. In fact, USDA 
says the beef supply currently 
is up substantially from last 
year, and apparently will con­ 
tinue for some time as produc­ 
ers cut back on herds. 
The additional beef is coming 
from cows and other cattle 
which have been fed little 
grain, 
including steers and 
heifers 
coming directly 
off 
grass pastures. 
The report Friday said sales 
of grain-fed cattle in the July 
September quarter from feed- 
lots totalled 5,522,000 
head, 
down 7 per cent from a year 
earlier and 26 per cent below 
the third quarter of 1972. 
Looking ahead, officials said, 
fourth-quarter sales are ex­ 
pected to total 5,294.000 head, 18 
per cent below October-De- 
cember last year, and down 22 
per cent from the same period 
in 1972. 
Another report 
by 
USDA 
showed the retail price of beef 
estimated on an all-cut basis 
dropped 3.5 cents a pound in 
early October from the week 
ended Sept. 28. 
The report said that in the 
week ended Oct. 5 beef sold in 
retail stores at an estimated 
average of slightly under $1.37 
per pound, down from more 
than $1.40 a week earlier. 
Both the farm share and the 
middleman portion of what 
consumers paid for beef were 


down during the week, the fig­ 
ures showed. 
WASHINGTON (AF > — Egg 
producers are proceeding with 
an expected cutback because of 
high production costs, accord­ 
ing to the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
Egg output last month was 
down 3 per cent from Septem­ 
ber 1973. As of Oct. 1 there were 
277 million laying hens on the 
nation’s farms, a decline of 5 
per cent from a year earlier, 
the department said Friday. 
But hens laid more eggs than 
they did a year ago. averaging 
62.1 per 100 birds compared 
with 61.5 on Oct. 1 last year, 
officials said. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States will send Cam­ 
bodia wheat, rice and cotton 
under a supplemental Food for 
Peace agreement, the Agricul­ 
ture Department said Friday. 
Officials said about 
10,000 
metric tons of wheat valued at 
$1.9 million; 100,000 tons of rice 
at $35.3 million; and about 4 
million pounds of cotton yarn 
worth $5 million was included.

" I t w eighed about 
1.595 
pounds to begin w ith I stripped 
about 300 pounds off of it," 
Bassett said. 
He acquired a surplus a ir­ 
craft generator from a Califor­ 
nia firm 
a 28 volt, 300-amp 
generator that weighed about 
80 pounds and delivers about 36 


m echanical horsepower. 
B assett discarded the c a r’s 
clutch assem bly and bolted the 
generator directly to a four- 
speed transm ission he rebuilt. 
"I rigged a flexible coupling, 
but I was counting on the 
svncrom esh in the transm ission 
to let me shift gears without a 
clutch. It worked out real fine, 
but we never use first gear. It’s 
such a high gear ratio, it just 
spins the wheels or tends to lift 
the front end of the ca r." 


Controlling the speed proved 
another problem. 
"That was solved by rigging 
the accelerator pedal to se­ 
quenced m icro switches, which 
are used to operate surplus. 400- 
am p. 28-volt relays," he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Roman 
Catholic laym en, barred from 
belonging to Masonic lodges for 
more than two centuries, now 
may do so without church ob­ 
jections so long as the particu­ 
lar lodge doesn t foster anti- 
Catholicism . 
T hat’s the interpretation put 
by US.Catholic leadership on a 
recent letter from the V atican’s 
office on doctrinal m atters 
The step comes after several 
years of exploratory friendly 
gestures between some A m eri­ 
can Catholic leaders and Ma­ 
sonic groups, chiefly sessions 
arranged by the Rev. John A 
O 'Brien of the University of 
Notre Dam e. 
F ather O ’Brien, recently hos­ 
pitalized with a stroke, becam e 
the first Catholic priest to speak 
at a Masonic meeting in 1964 in 
South B end, Ind , and a f­ 
terw ard took part in sim ilar 
conciliatory gatherings in the 
rising ecum enical mood erf the 
period saying: 
"W ere all children of the 
sam e F ather, and it's about 
time that we put our broth­ 
erhood into practice." 
F re e m a so n ry , 
an 
in te r­ 
national fraternal order open to 
all believers in God, include> 
about 4 million Masons in this 
country , with lodges in each 
state operating under an inde­ 
p endent,

A lthough som e C atholics

Road Focus 
Is Now on 
Balance Plan 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — 
The emphasis for future trans­ 
portation in Ohio, Kentucky and 
Indiana will shift, from high­ 
way construction to balanced 
systems, participants in the 
Tri-State Transportation Con­ 
ference were told Friday. 
J. Phillip Richley, director of 
the Ohio Departm ent of Trans­ 
portation, said there are 15,200 
miles of unused railroad tracks 
in Ohio. 
Richley said these tracks 
must be restored and added the 
alliance of state, federal and lo­ 
cal government in other forms 
of transportation must be ex­ 
panded in the sam e way an al­ 
liance was formed “as the 
backbone of the highway sys­ 
tem ." 
K entucky 
S ecretary 
of 
Transportation 
Billy 
Paxton 
was scheduled to address 200 
delegates from the three states 
at this morning’s session. The 
City of Cincinnati announced at 
Friday’s session there will be 
no increase in the 25-cent bus 
fares on the city-owned Queen 
City Metro bus system.

Wilson Finds 
Discontent 
Inside Party

LONDON (AP) — Only a 
week after winning a slim 
three-seat majority in Parlia­ 
ment, Prim e Minister Harold 
Wilson is finding discontent 
among some leftwing members 
of his Labor party. 
The grumbling is particularly 
significant, some political ob­ 
servers believe, because it may 
affect Wilson’s chances of get­ 
ting approval for a variety of 
bills aimed at solving Britain's 
economic woes. 
Seven influential Labor left­ 
wingers including Ian Mikardo. 
chairman of the parliamentary 
Labor group, told Wilson on 
F riday 
they 
w ere 
totally 
against the government grant­ 
ing British industry some $7 
billion in subsidies and loans. 
“Such a massive public sub­ 
sidy of the private sector would 
be critically damaging to Brit­ 
ain’s economic prospects," the 
group declared in a statement. 
“It also could represent a for­ 
mula for a massive wage ex­ 
plosion." 
The group argued that most 
of the country’s 100 big firms, 
including multinationals which 
control more than half of Brit­ 
ain’s industry, have no cash 
shortage. Giving unconditional 
funds to other firms, they said, 
would do no more than permit 
them 
to invest the 
money 
abroad. 
The Labor government has 
been reportedly considering the 
subsidy after claims by busi­ 
ness leaders that British in­ 
dustry faces collapse without 
immediate help. No decision on 
it has been made. 
Leftists had already bitterly 
complained about Britain join­ 
ing South Africa in big naval 
exercises and about what they 
considered tendencies of their 
government to work too closely 
with the European Common 
Market. The left favors with­ 
drawal from the EUROPEAN 
ECONOMIC ALLIANCE.

People Unwilling 
To Sacrifice 


CINCINNATI, Ohio <AP) 
The refusal of Americans to 
make necessary sacrifices has 
contributed to the nation’s wor­ 
sening inflation and energy 
shortages, a federal tra n s­ 
portation expert told an area 
conference here Friday. 
“Once the oil began to flow 
again, everybody forgot there 
was a crisis," said John E.Hir- 
ten, deputy adm inistrator of the 
U rban M ass T ransportation 
Administration <UMTA>. 
He said a major step toward 
easing oil shortages could come 
from “a balanced, integrated 
intermodal approach to urban 
transportation. 
“ We are currently dependent 
upon foreign petroleum sources 
for 25 per cent of our needs, arid 
it 
is 
projected to increase 
between 48 and 50 per cent in 
1980," Hirten said. 
“Even at 1973 prices this 
would have thrown our balance 
of pay ments way out of line, but 
with current increases it can 
have disastrous results,"

The Soviet Union and Egypt 
have demanded that the Pales­ 
tine Liberation Organization, a 
guerrilla umbrella group, be 
allowed to participate on equal 
terms in any Arab-Israeli peace 
talks.

The Israelis have repeatedly 
refused to negotiate with the 
PLO, calling it an organization 
of terrorists and murderers. 
"The only meeting place for Is­ 
rael and the organization ...is 
on the battle field," Israeli Pre 
mier Yitzhak Rabin declared 
this week.

The PLO, led by Yasir Ara­ 
fat, has sought to set up an in­ 
dependent Palestinian state on 
the West Bank of the Jordan 
River and in the Gaza Strip, 
both occupied by Israel since 
the 1967 Middle East war.

countries have agreed that any 
settlement in the Middle East 
must secure "the legitimate 
rights of the Arab people of 
Palestine including its right to 
creation of its national home." 


In Jerusalem . Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon said F ri­ 
day that Israel was ready to 
give up more of its occupied 
Sinai Desert in return for a 
nonbeligerency

Egypt. 
But Allon said in a television 
speech that the next step in the 
quest for peace depends on the 
outcome of the Arab summit 
conference scheduled for R a­ 


bat, Morocco at the end of this 
month.

In related developments, the 
Cairo newspaper Al Gomhouria 
reported from Moscow that the 
Soviet Union has tentatively 
agreed to supply Egypt with a 
nuclear reactor.

eral fees. 
The regents authorized crea­ 
tion of Graduate Policy Adviso­ 
ry Program Committee and di­ 
rected it to report back no later 
than Jan. 1, 1976. 
Norton said the new Student 
Aid Committee will try to pro­ 
duce recommendations by Feb­ 
ruary in time for consideration 
by the next session of the legis­ 
lature. It also will recommend 
solutions to long range prob­ 
lems later on. the chancellor 
said. 
Norton said one of the rea­ 
sons grants applications have 
declined — from 42,032 last 
year to 40,368 this year—may 
be that they are inadequate in 
many cases. He suggested that 
grants might more properly be 
based on actual need rather 
than the current family income 
lim itation. P resen tly , only 
those students whose families 
receive less than $15,000 a year 
are eligible for grants. 
In other business, the board 
authorized the Scioto Technical 
College at Portsmouth to estab­ 
lish a charitable trust to receive 
gifts and bequests, and ap­ 
proved a request by the Med­ 
ical College of Ohio at Toledo to

City Hall ranked 12th highest
